He is not well known 
to the Chicago gamblers, but apparently he 
is in a fair way to be better known to them. 
He investigated the stockade poolroom, then 
he induced the railroad company to call off 
its trains, and finally he forced the sheriff 
of Du Page county into action. 


Blow fo Racetrack Gambling. 
The secondary effect of the attorney gen- 
eral’s action, culminating yesterday, is ex- 
pected to be the death of poolrooms in Llli- 
nois. In the winter season this means stock- 
ades of the O’Leary type; in the milder sea- 
sons it will apply to pool selling at race- 


tracks. 

While the attorney general is not bragging, 
it is understood that profitable “ race meet- 
ings ” at Hariem and Hawthorne will be im- 
posible under the new régime. The horses 
may run—if their owners and the track peo- 
ple desire—but the pool seller will be barred, 
as he was at Washington park last summer.

Ahead of Sanitary Board. 

Attorney General Stead was alive to the 
lawbreaking character of the drainage canal 
stockade before President Carter of the sani- 
tary board on Wednesday called the atten- 
tion of his colleagues to it. 

Acting on information which came from 
Chicago, Mr. Stead sent men out to investi- 
gate the gambling place. These investiga- 
tors reported that the Santa Fé railroad was 
running three trains of eight and ten coach- 
es each daily to Birneyville, a station at 
which few if any other trains stopped, and 
was running them. simply for the poolroom 
business.

Washington, D. C., March 2.—Congress to- 
day provided for government participation 
in “an international naval, marine, and mill- 
tary celebration to be held on the waters 
of Hampton Roads, Va., beginning May 13 
and ending not later than Nov. 1, 1907, in 
eommemoration of the first permanent set- 
tlement of English speaking people in Amer- 
ica at Jamestown, Va., in 1607.’’ 

By a vote of 192 to 91 the house appropri- 
ated $250,000 under a suspension of the rules.

Eastern Physical Director Says Tests 
Prove 1-3 Usual Diet Means 33 Per 
Cent Increase in ‘Strength.

Minneapolis advices still 
repomed small country sales and small coun- 
try stocks, suggesting an early falling off 
in receipts. Stocks there decreased only 
175,900 bu for five days, but millers were 
said to have taken 71 cars of contract wheat 
out of store Wednesday. A good cash de- 
mand for wheat and liberal sales of flour 
were claimed. 

Southwestern receipts were smaller than 
last year, and the total at primary points 
498,000 bu, compared with 593,000 bu a year 
ago. There were reports from. the north- 
west that farmers were seeding spring wheat 
at several points in South Dakota and North 
Dakota, the lamblike entrance of March ap- 
parently having beguiled them into forcing 
the season. Clearances of wheat and flour 
for .ne day were 68,000 bu. Livdrpool prices 
were unchanged, the American strength off- 
set by the estimate of liberal Argentine ship- 
ments,’ 3,200,000 bu. 

The heavy ‘selling of May wheat, about 
750,000 bu, was through Sickel-Roberts. 
There ‘was also some open selling and more 
pounding at the price by Valentine. Champ- 
lin, who covered short wheat Wednesday, 
was a seller on the late bulge. There was 
more buying by Cudahy brokers and scat- 
tered. commission buying on the - breaks 
through Love, Barrell,..Knight-Donnelley, 
Logan-Bryan, and other houses. The buying 
of July was led by Ware-Leland, the selling 
by »penn and Armour. 

: May Corn Works Higher. 

Corn made up for'its action in lagging be- 
hind other grains the day before by anextra 
show of strength, May selling up %c, to 48%c, 
and closing at 48c, a net gain of %c. De- 
ferred deliveries were less active, July gain- 
ing %c, September unchanged. Trade was 
considerably smaliér than it has been of 
late and the pit quiet at times for considera- 
ble intérvals. 

Receipts were more liberal, but apparently 
had no. effect on prices, 447 cars inspected 
in and 488 estimated. Primary receipts were 
heavier than lest year, 616,000 bu, compared 
with 428,000 bu. The Price Current’s com- 
ment that consumption of corn by feeders 
during the winter was probably the greatest 
ever known was a factor in the advance. 

Cash prices were steady to %c higher, but 
the shipping @emand was slow, sales 25,000 
bu. Clearances were 647,000 bu, but there 
is little doing for export in the way of new 
business, sales reported by the seaboard 
64,000 bu. Argentine exports 
ed_at 400,000 bu for the week. Liverpool 
prices were 4d to %d higher. Country ae- 
ceptances on overnight bids’ were small, 
many houses not bidding. The speculative 
feature of the pit trade was heavy selling of 
May by Rankin and equally heavy buying 
by Pringle. Kidston, who was a large buye? 
of July on Wednesday, was a steady seller. 

Strength oozed out of the oats market near 
the close, and final prices showed a loss of 
1-16c for May and ic for July. There was a 
continuation, early in the session, of the firm- 
ness of the day before,.with the buying main- 
ly by shorts made nervous by the recent ad- 
vanee and by pit traders. In the last half 
hour, however, there was selling by Bartlett- 
Frazier and Rankin in enough volume to 
more tham satisfy the demand, and the early 
advance of wae lost.

Chicago water is not sufficient and that the 
daily bulletins are misleading. The officials 
declare the water is given a sufficient analysis 
for the time at the disposal of the department. 
The lake water, it is said, can be analyzed 
for the purpose of warning the public if there 
is danger in its use within a short time. 

Dr. J. F. Biehn, in charge of the city’s lab- 
oratory, declares that in‘addition to the daily 
chefnical analysis to give the public prompt 
notice as to the condition of the water a care- 
ful bacteriological test lasting forty-eight 
hours is given each sample and as soon as any 
danger is discovered in the a the pub- 
lic Is warned. 

“Lake Michigan water ie essentially dif- 
ferent from other water,” City Chemist 
Jone asserted. ‘The lake water contains 

no nitrates and its principal or only source 
of contamination is from the shore sewage, 
which is found by local inspection.

ROAST MUTTON WITH RED BEANS.— 
The beans are of the ordinary red or kidney 
variety, and after soaking overnight are 
slowly simmered until tender, but unbroken, 
a emal!l onion being cooked with them.

Three-fourths of 
an hour before'it is done nearly all of the 
fat is poured off the pan; the beans, drained 
and well seasoned, are spread evenly on the 
bottom or around the meat, and the roasting 
is finished.
